Apple P ancakes.—Make one quart of 
batter as for any other pancake, and add 
one cup of finely chopped apple. 
Tho 
batter must be stirred each time a 
spoonful is taken out in order to equal­ 
ize it. 
F loorcloths.—Do not put carpets in 
your closets; oilcloth or matting is mucljf 
netter, and can bo easily kept free from 
dust 
Matting after being swept should 
be wiped with a damp cloth. 
Hot gait 
and water will thoroughly cleanse it and 
will not discolor it 
Apple C ustard P ie.—Scald tho milk 
and let it cool. Grate some sweet ap­ 
ples. Take two thirds of a cupful pf 
powdered sugar, four well-beaten eggs, 
one cupful of milk, one-fourth of a nut­ 
meg. Lino an earthern pie-dish with a 
rich crust and let it bake. Then fill with 
the custard and let it bake for half an 
hour. To be eaten cold. 
G ingerbread L oaf.—One cup of but­ 
ter, one of molasses, one of sugar, half 
of cold water, one tablespoonful of gin­ 
ger, one tablespoonful of cinnamon, one 
of soda dissolved in boiling water; melt 
the butter, slightly warm tho molasses, 
spice and sugar, and heat together ten 
minutes; then put in the water, soda and 
flour; stir very hard and bake in three 
loaves. 
Brush them over with syrup 
while hot and eat fresh. 
P otato P uffs.—Take mashed pota­ 
toes and make them into a paste with 
one or two eggs; roll it over with a dust 
of flour and cut round with a saucer; 
have ready some cold roast meat (any 
kind) free from gristle and chopped lino, 
seasoned with salt and pepper, place it 
on the potatoes and fold it over Uko a 
puff; pinch or nick it neatly around and 
bake for a few minutes. 
W ashing T owels.—Towels with hand­ 
some, bright borders should never be 
boiled, or allowed to lie in very hot 
water; they should not be used till they 
are so much soiled that they need rig 
orous rubbing to make them clean. Ii 
is better economy to use more towels 
than to wear out a few in a short time. 
A gentle rubbing in two suds, and thep 
a conscientious rinsing in warm wattfr 
and then in cold, ought to be all that is 
required. 
V egetables and S alads.—Upon tim 
washing of green vegetables for salads 
mach of their excellence depends; they 
should be shaken about without break­ 
ing, in a large pan of cold water well 
Rimed, since tho action of the salt will 
destroy all the minute inhabitants of 
their fresh green covers, and, once dead, 
from sheer force of gravity they will fall 
to tho bottom of tho water. 
When the 
salad plants are free from sand and in 
sects they should be shaken, without 
breaking their leaves, in a colander, a 
wire basket, or a dry napkin until no 
moisture adheres to them; then they may 
be used at onco or kept until wanted in 
a very cold, dark place. 
P reserved O ranges.—Take any num­ 
ber of oranges, with rather more tnan 
their weight in white Rugar. 
Slightly 
grate tho oranges and score them round 
and round with a knife, but do not cut 
very deep. 
Put them iu cold water for 
three days, changing tho water two 6r 
three times a day. Tio them up in a 
cloth, trail them until they alo soft 
enough for the head of a pin to pene­ 
trate tho skin. While they are boiling 
place tho sugar on tile fire, with rather 
more than half a pint .of water to each 
pound; let it boil for a minute or two, 
then strain it through muslin. Put tho 
oranges into the syrup till it jellies and 
is a yellow color. Try tho syrup by put­ 
ting some to cool. 
It most not be too 
stiff. 
The syrup need not cover tho 
oranges, but they must bo turned, so 
that each part gets thoroughly done. 11 
To G ive P ine an O ak C olor.— Wash 
the worn! carefully in a solution of cop­ 
peras dissolved in strong lye, in Hie pro- 
ixjrtion of a I xxi ml of copperas to a gal­ 
lon of lye; when the wood is dry after 
having been thus thoroughly saturated 
with this wash, oil it, and it will look 
fresh and nice for a year or two, when 
it can be restained and again oiled. 
Often, when not subjected to hard usage, 
the color will remain undimmed for 
several years, only requiring to be oiled 
occasionally. The color may be put on 
with a short-bristled brush, or, tho hands 
being protected with thick buckskin 
gloves, the wash may be applied with a 
cloth, which will saturate the wood more 
evenly. It will blister the hands if they 
are not well protected.

The sequel to that little tale of a few 
weeks ago, where the First National 
Bank was “out" .$5,000 in good cash 
and in a bundle of worthless paper in­ 
stead, said to have been delivered them 
by one of the express companies, is still 
forthcoming, and the probabilities are it 
always wall be. The occurrence briners 
to mind an incident in the express busi­ 
ness that happened in Cincinnati some­ 
thing less than a hundred years Ego, 
and in which a prominent local firm was 
identified. If fable lie correct, and it is 
in this instance at least, this prominent 
local finn was in the habit of sending 
large sums of money through the medi­ 
um of the United States Express Com­ 
pany. 
The amounts frequently ex­ 
ceeded $5,000, and as the firm's busi­ 
ness grew' in extent so also did the bills 
for expressage. Time passed on and 
the firm continued its dealings with the 
express company, but it was noticeable 
that the amounts transmitted 
were 
smaller than they had been in days of 
yore, though the’packages were still of 
the uniform size. Right here it is meet 
to remark that in sending money the 
express company charges you in propor­ 
tion to the amount they handle for you. 
Thus, it costs just about half as much to 
send $2,000 by express as it would to 
send $5,000. So much for explanations. 
For months this thing continued, the 
firm sending away their money pack­ 
ages, but never marking on their envel­ 
opes more than $2,000. 
One day the agent of the company 
took it into his head to examine one of 
these 
two-thousand-dollar packages.

drowned herself because she could not 
run herself to death in her efforts “ to 
run tile race to the end,” as she 
the habit of putting it. 
Iii nearly every case it may be set 
down as a fact that the victims of such 
suicides are either mentally weak, oi 
are weak in temper, iii moral purpose 
or moral vigor, with a low or selfish 
view of life and its value.
